On tlie 
contrary we refer to the trend of- our acti\ities and the direction 
in which our efforts should be exerted. 

Tn a univcr.sity such as McC.ill. presenting as it doe.s a 
miniatm-e community to the onlooker, one would naturally ex- 
pect H diversity of oullbot' and consequently of opinion and ac- 
tion. And .-^o it is. This is indeed a sign of a healthy state of 
affairs since with unanimity there generally comes a tendency 
towards stagnation. Tor in tlie majority of ca.ses it show.s an 
unwillingness to exercise one's critical faculties, a tendency to 
accept what is given as the true and the perfect. 

Such an .itt.it.ude is exactly what is to be avoided for it is 
fundamentally opposed to an open mind. And this is what we 
Tiiu.'ît strive for. To give us a clear understanding, a keen cri- 
tical mind, one tiiat takes nothing for granted and views every- 
thing in light that ca.«;ts no .shadow of prejudice — what greater 
contribuiion can a university education make to our lives? To 
achieve and at the same time to disperse tlic gloom of ignorance 
in others — ^that will be our task when we graduate. These are 
l^eailTindertakings, ye; such arc the burdens of responsibility, 
^ml'lliere must be no shirking. 

Yet many, no doubt, concern themselves but little with 
these problems. Their view is olisiructed by the narrow bounds 
which the ab.sence of an open ^ind sets t6 their intellect. But 
■ hey have it in their power to develop that most desirable at- 
titude. It will take them only a fraction of the coming year 
end will be of l-enefit to themselves as well as humanity. 

Others have and exercise their critical powers, but they 
are discouraged. Let us hope "that the coming year will bring 
them courage. 

But there is still another class. There is here a powerful 
intellect, a discerning mind, yet no willingness to come forward 
W'ith any constructive advice. There is only criticism, only 
destruction, no attempt at remodelling, no assilance in rebuild- 
ing. This is even more serious than the apathy which is due to 
ignorance. To these let this year bring a greater sympathy 
with humanity. 

An open mind and greater sympathy — if 1926 shall bring 
this about to any extent it shall have done more than its share.
